ANMOUNCER?  Onr  forests  here  in  America  represent  one  of  our  richest 
possessions.  They  mean  far  more  to  us^  In  fact^  than 
most  of  us  reallaee  The  sheer  beauty  of  the  forest  in  it  self ^ a 
masterpiece  worth  protecting  and  saving*  but  the  contributions  of  the 
forest  to  human  welfare  ar©  of  fundamental  importance^  And  these 
contributions  of  the  forests  to  our  everyday  living  we  need  to  under« 
stand  better  and  prize  far  mor®  highly®  The  United  States  Forest 
Service  tells  us  that  in  1936^  for  example^  our  forest  resources 
directly  furnished  yearlong  employment  for  more  than  three  and  three 
quarters  million  men  and  women.  And  if  we  included  those  employed  in 
the  manufacture  of  logging  equipment  and  px-^oceaeing  machinery  and  the 
doctors^  lawyers^  teachers^  storekeepers  and  others  in  the  forest- 
dependent  comaunitiee  we  could  add  a year’s  employeraent  for  at  least 
a million  more.  In  other  words  our  forest  resource  creates  the 
payroll  for  nearly  five  million  wage  earners  as  ?/ell  as  support  for 
all  these  wo2%ers*  familieg.  And  that  isn’t  all.  The  Forest  Service 
says  that  if  the  ultimate  forest  production  and  utilization  program 
could  be  applied  and  carried  through, ^ the  employment  contribution  of 
our  forest  resources  could  be  doubled©  And  sine®  gainful  work  and 
income  enough  for  a decent  living  for  everyone  now  transcend  ©very 
other  social  and  ©conomie  need  we  might  all  well  look  to  our  forests 
and  see  what  needs  to  be  done©
